My  Report  is  kept  as  short  as  possible  in  accordance 
with  instructions  sent  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

As  I  only  took  up  duty  on  ist  October,  the  bulk  of  this 
report  covers  the  period  when  Dr.  Tinley  was  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  I  can,  therefore,  make  few  comments 
this  year,  except  to  point  out  that  the  water  supply  in  some 
districts  is  still  scarce  in  the  summer  months.  Attention  is 
drawn  to  the  Rural  Housing-  Survey,  as  reported  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  New  Houses  will  be  required  as  soon 
as  conditions  permit. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Thompson  became  Sanitary  Inspector  here 
on  the  i st  August,  1946,  when  Mr.  F.  Lawson  and  Mr. 
W.  B.  Lawson  resig-ned  on  the  31st  July,  1947. 

A  change  also  took  place  at  the  Isolation  Hospital ; 
Miss  Grimwood  commencing  duty  in  place  of  Mrs.  Goad 
on  1  st  July,  1946.

SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

A  Regional  Scheme  for  augmenting  the  water  supply 
in  the  Rural  District  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineer  and  it  has  been  approved,  in  principle, 
by  the  Minister  of  Health.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  Public 
Inquiry  will  be  held  at  an  early  date.  There  are  still 
Villages  without  a  proper  and  sufficient  supply  and  shortages 
occur  during  the  summer  months.  In  view  of  the  delay 
which  will  arise  before  the  Regional  Scheme  comes  to 
fruition,  various  temporary  Schemes  are  being  prepared. 
These  will  'eventually  form  part  of  the  Regional  Scheme. 

Of  the  approximate  number  of  3,982  houses  in  the 
District,  2,060  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Council’s 
water  mains  and  288  from  the  water  mains  of  the  Whitby 
Waterworks  Company. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A  Regional  Scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  District 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  •  Engineer. 
There  have  been  no  extensions  to  the  sewerage  system 
carried  out  this  year.  Many  Villages  urgently  require 
sewering.

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SECTION  D.— HOUSING.
